Following close on t h e big strike in 
t h e S a n Gabriel canyon of a large moly­ 
b d e n u m ledge, comes a report 
that n 
largo 
area rich in aluminum 
ore has 
been discovered. H . W. Muhleisen and 
George G. Potts, who located the moly­ 
b d e n u m ledge, h a v e also made this last 
discovery. 


The ledge lies on the west 
side of 
Mt. Islip and but a few miles 
from 
Cold Brook camp, crossing a trail at 
one place only n milo a n d a half 
from 
t h e camp. 


Assays 
made b y a San Bernardino 
(Inn show the oro to carry 1 per cent 
aluminum 
and a largo percentage of 
potash 
nnd borax. 
T h e deposit 
has 
been t r a c e d for a stretch of three miles 
nnd h a s been trnmpod over b y minors 
for t h e past fifty years, who wore only 
i n t e n t on finding gold or silver ore. 


The 
prospectors claim 
thnt the ore 
can be easily mined with picks and nro 
already m a k i n g plans to open up tho 
property. 
They will uso pack burros to 
Cold Brook camp and there load it on 
wagons for freighting to Azusa. 


Muhleisen, who for years prospected 
for t h e American B o r a x Company, first, 
found 
traces of tho a l u m i n u m in tho 
coloring of the water in Soldier Creek, 
He t r a c e d this until ho came to tho 
outcropping of tho deposit. H i s inspec­ 
tion pf t h e mountainside took htm over 
a trail which was worn waist-doop and 
in which tho rock was exposed to every 
passerby for a depth of two feet.

his associates, P o t t s and R. A. Noely, 
he 
1ms staked, out 
fourteen 
claims, 
which ho says will roquiro a lifotime to 
exhaust.

tion of t w o stool bridges crossing the 
San 
Dimas wash on Citrus and Grand 
avenues. Tho bridges will be construct­ 
ed of a single span, 100 feet in the 
clear. 


This information will rolenvo the an­ 
xiety t h a t has been felt for some weeks 
by the residents of t h e valley t h a t no 
provision would bo made b y t h e county 
for travel across this wash during the

REQUIRE CAPACITY OF HOUSE TO HANDLE CROP 


Barring the remote possibility of a 
hot blast within t h e next month, pros­ 
pects 
for an excellent 
'walnut 
crop 
throughout California are good. 
It is 
estimntod that the crop this year will, 
however, run about 'JO per cent 
short 
of 
last 
season 
throughout 
the state. 
Nearly nil districts have complained of 
dropping 
of 
inferior 
a n d 
immature 
nuts. 
This proves often a blessing in 
disguise, 
because 
such 
nuts 
would 
prove to bo culls when harvested. Pres­ 
ent indications would lead us to believe 
thnt 
quality 
will 
probably b e 
better 
than last year, with much larger sizes. 
T h e condition of t h e nuts a t the pres­ 
ent time points to tho earliest 
harvest 
in a number of years, which is much

ables them to get the nuts in the mar­ 
ket before tho French walnuts can be | 
harvested.

The trees in tho Covinu-Puento dis­

crop. A close inspection shows t h a t tho 
trees are not carrying the clusters that 
were noticeable last season, but on tho 
contrary, the nuts now on the trees ore 
much larger.

Angeles Chamber of Commerce Today 
—Local Men to Attend.

Oranges and Lemons Are Needed By 
Sick and Convalescent Soldiers on 
the Border and Southern California 
Is Asked to Furnish Them—Hundred 
and Fifty Boxes Sent From Pasadena.

Flood 
Control Convention, has issued a call 
for a meeting of the convention to be 
held on Friday afternoon at the cham­ 
ber of commerce, Loa Angeles. It is 
the purpose of this meeting to discuss 
the first draft of the proposed flood 
control bill which has been prepared 
by Deputy Counsel Charles E. Hass,. 


This proposed act, which is to be en­ 
titled " T h e Conservancy Act of Cali­ 
fornia," is fashioned 
after the con­ 
servancy law of Ohio, and does not re­ 
peal the so-called " B a k e r A c t , " by 
the terms of which the county of Los 
Angeles has been created into a flood 
control district. The act aims at con­ 
servation of flood waters for flood con­ 
trol purposes, and for the use of the 
people for irrigation. 


It provides for the 6rganization of 
districts to be governed by boards of 
directors elected by the people of the 
district, for the issuance of bonds on 
the district running over a long period 
of years, the principal and interest of 
which are payable by a benefit assess­ 
ment, and for a direct annual tax for 
maintenance purposes. 


The water impounded in storage ba­ 
sins is to be used for irrigation, and 
the money derived from the sale of 
•water is to be applied to reduce tax as 
sessments. The proposed act permits 
districts to be formed comprising ter­ 
ritory in two or more counties. These 
districts will be separate corporate en 
tities, with powers to sue and be sued, 
to annex territory for conservation pur 
poses, to buy, sell and control, with the 
broadest possible powers of construct

border to supply at least the hospitals. 
They have made an effort to supply 
the sick in Pershing's column and the 
hospital at Columbus. The officers have 
aided to the extent of paying the ex- 
pressage on twenty-eight boxes of fruit 
each week. 


The Los Angeles chamber of com­ 
merce will act as headquarters

shipments and will see that all fruit 
donated reaches the hospitals where it 
is so badly needed.

that the license money derived 
from 
the saloon is of great help iu meeting 
the expenses of the state, thus causing 
a reduction in the tax rate. The state 
tax rate in prohibition Kansas is $1.20 
per $1,000—the lowest ia the United 
States with two exceptions. (Page 32(5, 
World Almanac.) 


Kansas is one of the few states 
which has no bonded indebtedness. I t 
will readily be seen that the need of 
revenue from the saloon has not been 
felt. 


On the basis of property assessed for 
taxation, Kansas has tho greatest per 
capita wealth in tho nation—$1,029.01 
(Vol. 1, U. S. Census Report, Wealth, 
Debt and Taxation, 1913.) 


Per capita consumption of liquor in 
the United States is $21; in Kansas it 
is $3.04. This represents a saving to 
Kansas of $30,000,000 a year, and the 
money goes into gainfullinvostment 


The crime bill is our greatest burden 
in the United States. Our greatest pub 
lie dobt-maker is the licensed saloon. 
In 1910 tho rate of commitment to pri 
son in the United States was 520. In 
Kansas it was-only 200. This shows that 
tho reduction of crime in Kansas makes 
the need of liquor revenue littlo felt.

The explosion of a bomb on Steuart 


and Market strecto, in Ban Francisco, 
on last Saturday afternoon, during the 
preparedness parade, killing eight in­ 
nocent participant!) and spectators, and 
•wounding and maiming scores of others, 
xnany fatally, was a crime that has its 
parallel in the history of the stnte of 
California only in the destruction of 
the building of the Los Angeles Times 
on the night of Oct. 1, 1910, with the 
loss of life of twenty-one empolyecs. 


There is no kind of explanation or 
defense of this dastardly 
deed, any 
more than there was fo'r the murder of 
three presidents of the United Ktates 
•within scarce forty years. This is an­ 
archism. It. is the hatred of nil govern­ 
ment in general that accounts for this 
infamy. The elimination of patriotism 
is but one step to the. social goal of the 
anarchist. 


Now what, enn we do about itl We 
remember 
the flood 
of 
indignation 
•when Lincoln and (Inrfield and McKin- 
ley were assassinated. 
Again we re­ 
member the world-wide horror follow­ 
ing the Hnymarket riots and the Los 
Angeles 
Times 
explosion. 
Wo must 
realize that these acts are not, sporadic 
insanity that must be guarded against, 
but the plots of bunded 'companies of 
conspirators, who make a religion not 
only of murdering loaders of both mon­ 
archal 
and 
representative 
govern­ 
ments, but also the sacrificing of lives 
of private and innocent citizens (is a 
horrible means of protesting 
against 
law and order. Who enn tell how mnny 
bands and companies there are of them, 
confessed and secret., some of them 
seeking toleration because they 
only 
applaud the crimes which the few se­ 
lect, ventursomo miscreants perform! 


We have not even the satisfaction of 
knowing that the perpetrators of these 
dastardly outrages are aliens and for­ 
eign-born, j Agnin and agnin hits' our 
faith been shaken when we have dis­ 
covered—and' especially was this true 
of the Los Angeles Times disaster— 
that the leaders of those outrages hnve 
been native-born Americans. 


The plot which snuffed out of exis­ 
tence these innocent men and women in 
Han Francisco, on Haturdny, was un­ 
doubtedly hatched in that city, not by 
an individual, but by a band of imar- 
chists, who for years have opposed all,] 
law in every city on the Pacific const. 
The laws of the United States allow 
us 
to exclude

anarchists. 
They ulso allow us to incarcerato those 
•who openly, in public address, urge 
others to commit murder. It, is for this 
offense that Herr Most and Kiuiiia Hold- 
ivian werfl imprisoned.

Let us also remember that it is not 
chiefly by bomb and pistol that na

and 
international 
anarchism 
works. These aro, it is true, incidents 
that sometimes 
accompany 
anarchist 
propaganda; but their use is, as yet, 
occasional and intermittent. The wea 
pon in (constant and 
unintermittent 
use is literature—one far more effec 
tive and silent in >t« use. For years 
the persuasive .nnarchist pamphlet, the 
imflammatory 
anarchist 
newspaper, 
have been freely sold and distributed 
throughout 
the United 
States. 
For 
years the damnable doctrines containcc 
in these pamphlets hnve been expound­ 
ed by zealous speakers, w i t h a range 
of audience extending from New "Vork 
to Han Francisco. Now that the results 
of the teaching of anarchism 
have 
suddenly 
blazed up in our 
inidBt, it 
becomes of practical 
interest to ob­ 
serve the nature of that teaching and 
the extent of its diffusion. 


On tho covor page of a recent issue 
of tho "Young Worker," the organ of 
socialistic propaganda among the young 
people of England, appeared this state* 
ment: 
"When working men nnd wo­ 
men becomo 'patriotic' 
they 
merely 
help to bring about their own destruc­ 
tion." The translation of these doc­ 
trines into direct action has been ac­ 
complished in the awful crime in Han 
Francisco on Saturdny. 


Not only does this class of men and 
women advocate the dismissal of pa­ 
triotism, but also the. flinging overboard 
of all law, religion, nnd authority. 


What i s the practical 
solution of 
these anarchistic propagandas as car­ 
ried on in the United Htates at the 
present moment? The answer lies in 
one word—legislate, nnd then enforce 
tho law. There is no question as to the 
need of restricting the present infamous 
propaganda of literature, and the total 
suppression of the preachers of doc­ 
trines of anarchy. 


Every state 
should havo upon its 
statute book a criminal anarchy law, 
similar to that of New York, under 
which evory person preaching anarch 
ism is liable to imprisonment for ten 
years, or a $5000 fine; and any person 
letting or allowing a hall to bo used 
for anarchist meetings can be sent to 
.prison for two years. Do not let vis 
forget that it is the speaker, and the 
writer, the printer and distributor of 
pamphlets and newspapers who impel 
tho man to explode the bomb. Foreign 
anarchists should be deported, nnd na­ 
tive audi'chists forbidden to preach a 
gospel of murder, and their meetings 
rigorously suppressed.

I will go to church parade when I get 
a chance. 
You will be surprised to 
learn my latest occupation. I am a 
" l a u n d r y . " 
Several of the fellows 
were cussing about having to wash their 
own linen, so I offered to do it for 
them. I have three customers already 
at $1.25 per month each. Saturday 1 
unloaded baled alfalfa hay all day, and 
never got hay fever. 


I got several letters this morning, 
Mail time in camp is always a big time. 
A society of Pomona ladies is going to 
make canvas bags for us. They also 
send ten to twelve cakes twice a month. 
Every morning we go out and drill for 
about three or four hours, and it is 
sure hot work.

RAILROAD MEN REFUSE ARBITRATION. 


Railroads aro public servants. 
Their 
continuous operation is an economic 
necessity. 
Were the railwuy iiiuuogers 
to attempt to tie up trains 
because 
rotes were too low or for any other 


reasons of their own, a storm of indig­ 
nation 
would break on them like a 
toronado. 
The public is likewise con­ 
cerned w'hen an urginution of employes 
refuses to arbitrate a wage demand 


mid threaten to paralyze the movement 
of crops and general business by a 
strike. 


While the public may not be concern­ 
ed regarding the merits of any dispute 
between the railroads and their em­ 
ployes, it is concerned when the con­ 
troversy threatens in interruption of 
transportation—the public duty render­ 
ed to it by the carriers. 


With crops maturing and merchan­ 
dise and food supplies a daily need, 
suffering and want will result from a 
tie-up of the railroads. 


If either railroads or employes are 
deluded in the belief that the public 
will endure privations and hardships 
when arbitration can settle the diffi­ 
culty peaceably, they poorly estimate 
the rigor of public opinion and the 
temper of public of tolerance. 
The 
railroads have openly advertised that 
they are willing to submit the matter 
to some Federal.tribunal like the inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission, 
which, 
shall act in the interest of all. The 


• trainmen, enginemen and yardmen, al­ 
ready the highest paid class of labor in 
railroad service have refused 
arbitra­ 
tion. 


In apparent defiance of the principle 
of arbitration and in disregard of pub­ 
lic welfare, they have refused to ar­ 
bitrate and are taking a strike vote. 
The public will not tolerate demoraliza­ 
tion of its transportation facilities un­ 
der these conditions.

tualities cannot bo ignored. 
W h a t aro

I n t h e first place, tho U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
Supreme Court has repent ml ly said t h a t 
no compensation is required b y justice. 
This a t onco gives tho weight of prog- 
tigo t o tho contention of tho prohibi­ 
tionists t h a t no compensation should bo 
m a d e . 


Prohibition destroys no property. 
I t 
destroys only license. T h e entire liquor 
i n d u s t r y rests upon license a n d being 
deprived of t h i s legal foundation re­ 
v e r t s to a nuisance. 


In America a license is not property. 
I t cannot be bought, sold, or bequeath­ 
ed. 
I t is limited b o t h in privilege a n d 
life. 
W h e n 
it expires, t h e right of 
t h o holder to tralllc in liquors no longer 
exists. 
He becomes one of t h e great 
muss of citizens who a r e prohibited 
from promoting such trade.

Los Angeles every day. I t t a k e s one 
and 
one-half 
hours t o make the trip 
one w a y on t h e Pacific Electric. 
Thus 
it requires t h e b e t t o r p a r t of a day for 
one of our people to go to court to tes­ 
tify a few m i n u t e s in some trivial case. 
O u r c h a m b e r of commerce a number of 
t i m e s h a s t a k e n u p the m a t t e r of es­ 
t a b l i s h i n g a branch of t h e superior 
court in Pomona, b u t tho judges in Los 
Angeles a l w a y s h a v e thrown cold wa­ 
ter on t h e project.
